His education was much 
neglected in his younger years, for at the age of 
eighteen, when be went to ſchool at Harrow on 
the Hill, in Middleſex, he knew not one letter in 
a book, nor underſto:d one word of any language 
but Welſh: but he ſoon retrieved his loſt time, 
and became a man of great learning. He applied 
chiefly to the ſtudy of antiquities and philology, in 
which he compoſed ſeveral books. In 1679, he 
publiſhed a grammar on the Latin tongue; and in 
1695, an edition of Anacreon with notes, which 
was afterwards reprinted, in 1710, with conſi- 
derable improvements. In 1501, his edition of

| There was formerly an houſe oppoſite White- 


hart-lane, called the Black-houſe, built partly of 


brick and partly of ſtone, with large iron- gates be- 
fore it. We conjecture from what may be collaterally 
gathered, that it once belonged to king Henry VIII, 
or his favourite Heningham, moſt likely to the lat- 
ter, whoſe family are buried in this church. Henry 
the Eighth frequently came to this houſe to ſleep, 
as we learn from an inſcription in one of the 
rooms, which Bedwell ſays he had ſeen.

The houſe on the hre ſide of the green, oc-

Sir Abraham Reynardſon, e and 
lord mayor of London, was ſon of Thomas 
Reynardſon of Plymouth, by Julian his wife, 
daughter of Brace of the Iſle of Wight. 
He was born 590 at Plymouth, and was an emi- 
nent Turkey merchant, and lord mayor of Lon- 
don 1649, but was by the parliament diſcharged 
from his mayoralty, and diſabled from bearing the 
office of mayor and alderman of London, fined 
2000l. and committed to priſon, for refuſing to 
proclaim the act aboliſhing kingly power in Eng- 
land, which fine was levied by ſale of his goods 
by the candle.

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«IT does honour to the good ſenſe of "I na- 
tion, that while all Europe was captivated with 
the bewitching charms of chivalry and romance, 
two of our writers in the rudeſt times could ſee 
through the falſe glare that ſurrounded them, and 
diſcover whatever was abſurd in them both. 
Chaucer wrote his rhyme of Sir Topas in ridicule 
of the latter, and in the following poem we have 
a humourous burleſque of the former. Without 
pretending to decide, whether the inſtitution of 
chivalry was upon the whole uſeful or pernicious 


ir the rude eyes, a queſtion that has lately em- 


| ployed many fine pens *, it evidently encouraged 
a vindictive ſpirit, and gave ſuch force to the 
cuſtom of duelling that it will probably never be 


worn out. This, together with the fatal conſe- 


quences which often attended the diviſion of the 
Tournament, was ſufficient to render it obnoxious 
to the greater part of mankind. Accordingly the 
church early denounced its cenſures againſt it, and 
the ſtate was often prevailed on to attempt its ſup- 
preſſion. But faſhion and opinion are ſuperior to 
authority ; and the proclamations againſt tilting 
were as little regarded in thoſe times, as the laws 


againſt duelling are in theſe. This did not eſcape 


the diſcernment of our poet, who eaſily perceived 
that inveterate opinions muſt be attacked by other 
weapons, than proclamations and cenſures; he 
accordingly made uſe of the keen one of ridicule: 
With this view he has here introduced with ad-

nently ſkilled in the oriental languages, appears 
to have been but little converſant with the ancient 
writers in his own. And he ſo little entered into 
the ſpirit of the poem he was publiſhing, that he 
contends for its being a ſerious narrative of a real 

event, and thinks it muſt have been written be- 
fore the time of Edward the Third, becauſe Tur- 
naments were prohibited in that reigg. I do

| ECAUSE Mr, William Bedwell begins his deſcrip- 
Dion with the definition and etymon of it in his firſt 
two chapters, I referr to them, and ſhall add the thoughts 
of my learned friend and neighbour Mr. William Baxter, 
an his own words?

As the Goths and Lombards by mis - ſpelling and mis- 
pronouneing the Latin tongue made that jargon that for- 
© mer times called the Romant, and the Franks again out 
© of the Romant made French, ſo did the Normans terribly

rium in the ſuburbs, for the occafionall uſes of the Com-

If this place, by reaſon of its vicinity to the metropolis, 
did ever ſtand in ſuch: a relation to the chief city, we can- 
not diſcover; but we know it did of old belong to the 
court, and was a place where the King's hawkes were 
kept, and the maſter falconer had both a- manor and an 


abode, ſo that it was the propereſt place to entertaine 
forreigners at, and for princes. to take pleaſure in, ſince

| CONCERNING THE CHURCH OF TOTTENFAM, | 


THE time of its erection, the cauſe of its dedication to 
All Saints, (or /anfis dominis, to God and his holy dbns or 
doms as the old Engliſh ſacramental obligation uſed to ſpell 
it) I cannot yet account for. That it was a fair and very 
ancient fabrick appears ſtill evident by its fize, and by its 
materials, being compacted of very good timber (which was 
plentifull hereabouts and of gravel ſtones, ſuch as the 
ground here afforded *) ſet well together with excellent 
1 as hard as bitumen), ſo that the walls have 
ſtood upright for many ages without foundering add 
bulging; and the ſteeple, for all the much ringing there- 
in (by a clock and five bells which it anciently had), is 
vet without any dangerous crack, notwithſtanding yhe 
weight therein is augmented by a ſixth bell in the tower, 
beſide the Saint bell, tho! it ſeems rais'd up to its top with | 
very little freeſtone, and with nothing but ſmall pebble 
(as before mentioned) which deſerves conſideration, (tho* ' 
not eafily ſeen). becauſe. it is now curioufly wrapt up im 
ivy (as that old church was in Wilts by Longford), 
which therefore was called Ezcleia Hederacea, Ivy Church, 
and in ſome meaſure owes this green livery to wn ord of 
the Manor, who in the year 1690, being lodged in the 
Church farme, and ſeeing the thrums and higheſt ſhoots 
of this aſpiring plant torne of from ſeveral ſides of the - 
ſteeple, and concluding rightly that the ivy's overſpreading 
F. B. Out forefatheis had a way of raifing walls in frames of f 
wood (as we ſometimes make dams) which ſetled together very _ © 
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the walls, eſpecially at that height, might be a great ſhel- 
ter of them from violent ſtorms, at his own coſt for ſome 


days together, he appointed old workmen to lay up and 


tack unto the ſteeple all the leading branches which had 
been looſen'd; and theſe in a ſhort time took hold again, 


and now have faſtened themſelves fo happily, as that they 


embrace the whole tower to the upper windows of it, 
which ſeem to have been formerly placed higher, (tho? 
now ſunk for the better hearing of the peales) ; and as the 
ſteeple ſeems to have bin conſiderably heretofore more 


lofty, ſo upon the middle of the ouiſide top of it ſtood of 


old a long croſs of wood cover'd with lead, faſtened in- 


to the center of the timber roof ſo ſtrongly, as that it was 


a ſignification of ſome cauſe, why the town mark and the 
pariſh had the ſigne of a high croſs, which defyed all its 
enemies from Henry the Eight's days till the unhappy 
times of the late civil warrs, 7, 42 the violent zeal of ſome 


cunning Parliamentarians, blew up ſome raſcally fellows to 


ſer about the pulling down of this croſs, which they did 


with ſuch great difficulty and hazard, as that they repented 


their fooliſh attempt long afterward, one breaking his leg, 
and the reft never thriving after the fact, and leaving a 


- ſtump for the grafting another croſs upon it, as a token of 


their raſhneſs in reformation. IS 5 
But that we may go to the church a more decent wa 
than to the ſteeple firſt (as ringers do), we mult obſervi 
that Tottnam church is not built cathedral-wiſe, nor hath 
any entrance to it at the Weſt end; but its great door is 
ſet (as moſt pariſh churches are) on the South fide, for

not only that it might ſhelter paſſengers in the night, and 
the pariſhioners in a ſtormy day, but that it might 
houſe the children (whether they play'd or learnt) that were 
. deſigned to be taught by ſome Clark or Curate; and there- 
fore a good ſquare room with a chimney Ieaded on the 
top, with brick battlements, was erected for the convenience 
of the teacher, who, like the Prophet, 2 Kings, iv. 10. 
had a room by the wall for ſome little neceſſaries, and 
doubtleſs ſomething allowed him for inſtructing his ſchol- 
lars there.

But who it was that erected this kind of uſefull piece of 
work, I cannot after my carefulleſt ſearch diſcover, and 
therefore admire the modeſty: of the founder, much more | 
than the fabrick, when as works of charity are-uſually ß 
made too oſtentatious, this is depreſt on the other extre:- 
mity, and buried in an utter oblivion of its author, ſo as i 
we find not a letter or a figure to give us any gueſs at 
whoſe charge this building was rais'd, but by its forme and 
materials it ſeems not older than Henry the VIIth's reine 
and I am apt to ſuppoſe it was the good work of the 
Hynninghams, buried in the chancell (as I ſhall hereafter _ ;

find that the Lord Treaſurer Dorſett (who was her father 
in law) ever lived at Tottenham, for he dyed of an Apo- 
plexy, at the councill table, 1608; and after a recovery 
from Thomas Wheeler, William Lord Compton, &c. 
Richard Earl of Dorſet, ſon of Robert Sackville, Earl of 
Dorſett (who had been ſecond huſband to the Lady Ann, 
but had Richard by a former wife) ſucceeded his grandfa- 
ther in bis eſtate at Tottenham, and had a court of ſurvey 
kept, and à draught made of it circa A. D. 1618, but no 
mention being made therein, either of the brick tower at 
the lopphoaſe, or of any work about the church, we are 
leit in the dark, and-can no more diſcover who built this 
church-porch, than we can find how Thomas Billington, 
Eſq. was a benefactor to this town, as his tomb-ſtone 
atteſts ; ſo that we have here too much room to bemoan 
the ungratefull negligence, as well as the horrid attempts 
of this laſt ill-natur'd century, farr worſe than the igno- 
rance of Popiſh ages, and more barbarons than the rug- 
gedeſt fangs of elder times, in defacing the memory of 15 
many pious deſignes and ſtructures as that alluding to a 
paſquinade, which ſaid, ** Quod aon fecerunt Barbari, fece- = 
rum Barberini.“ I may aver that too many under the 
name of Chriſtian Reformers, did not long ſince act ſuch 
enormitys as Heathens would have been aſhamed of; 
therefore all the diligence in the world is needfull to be 
uſed at preſent, that we may, if poſſible, retrieve and foſter- 
the memory of good works and pious actions, to make 


poſterity more ĩnamour d of them, and ſo become leſs fond ö 
of thoſe acts uf violence and irreligion which have been _ 


handed down and. countenanced, altho' they are (like

Theſe intimations are given to prevent the like errors 
for the future. He nuge ſeria ducunt in bona. I do not 
grutch my pains in remarking ſuch things as may ſeem 


very frivolous to ſome, if any good uſe may be drawn from 


them; therefore I hence inferr, that more diligence and 
diſcreet care ſhould be uſed in moſt pariſhes of the nation 


concerning ſuch deeds and writings as they would preſerve. 


There ſhould not only be kept a regiſter book to ingroſs 
them, and inventory their ſubjects *; but there ſhould be 


taken copys from thence by any one that would be at-the 
charge of doing it, and-giving notice in the book what 
was copyed out, becauſe thereupon there might be a re- 


fort to ſuch a certain place or perſon, for a fight or copy 


I come next to complain of an horrible abuſe that is a 


detriment to God's ſervice and the church's cleanlyneſs, 
for it is a greater deſecration of a church to have naſtineſs

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near it (at the very threſholds) than to have dead bones 


cover'd in it; and yet it paſſes for good huſbandry in too 
many country pariſhes, (eſpecially where the farmers rule 
the veſtry) to keep their poor as near the church as they 
can, and to lodge them upon the very walls of God's 
houſe, if they can ſave their own purſes a penny by it, 


notwithſtending all the indecencys and impuritys and in- 


conveniencys Which may happen by infections, fires, aud 
the common neceſſities of indigent familys. When there is 


but the leaſt ſurmiſe of a family's becoming chargable 
to a town; and they can get the good -will of a church- 


warden or the like officer, to preferr them to ſome houſe 


(the nearer the church the better, according to the pro- 
verb) the next thing they aime at is to get a licence to 


draw drink *; and then they doubt not of having cuſtome - 
on Sundays for certain, if not all the week, tho' by illegal 


and injurious practices; and theſe are too frequently 


conived at, upon pretences that the poor's rate is hereby 


leſſened, which is a temporary miſtake, for alehouſes in

This I know by experience, and I abhorr to think how | 


long an Alms-houſe, that had been charitably beſtow'd on 
a pariſh juſt by the church, was made an alehouſe, to 


the ſcandal of the pariſh, and upon the flight pretexts be- 
fore hinted, was with great difficulty ſuppreſſed, and hard. 
ly returned to its firſt deſigned uſe, which was doubtleſs 1 


to be a ſuccour for ſome. old decrepit or decayed towns- 


body that was a pentioner, and to come weekly to church 


for reliefe, ſo that to ſuffer drink to be ſold in any ſuch 
houſe (eſpecially if near the church). I ſhall ever, decry 


as a heinous offence, and as a vitious perverting of the 
good deſigne of the firſt donour, like turning the grace of 


God into wantonneſs.

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E And in the church of Allhallows at Tottenham 
ſeveral graveſtones of the worthy family of the Hynninghams, 
amongſt which George Henningham, Eſqr. (and Elene his

8d. of currant money of England at the time of 
my buriall. Item, I will that every Sunday, after my 
buriall, for ever, there be 1 2d. beſtowed in bread, and the 
. fame then to be given, at the diſcretion of the Vicar and 
Churchwardens, to ſo many of the pooreſt of the ſame 
pariſh, and eſpecially of Woodgreen, as they ſhall have 
penny loaves for 128, together with the advantage. 
And for the due performance thereof, I bind all the lands. 
I have within the pariſh of Tattenham, with clauſe of 
diiſtreſs, that, if my heir ſhall make default, that then for 
every week he ſhall ſo make default he ſhall forfeit 3

been taken of one third part of the fifty ſhillings rent forthe 
tenements of thoſe houſes (one whereof I think js Sir Ed- 
ward Clark's) at the ſign of the Lamb in Cheapſide, who 
pays now but 348, 8d. which'methipks is a ſtrange unae- 
countable defalk out of fo ſmall a pittance, which was 
allowed to the poor too out of a great eſtate, tax" 
conſidering that the whole fifty ſhillings allowed by Sir E, 
Barkham was a very ſcanty curtaile of the firſt donation 
deſigned, if not ſettled by the Dalbys on their eſtate, as 
hath been before hinted at; and now this rebate of near 
one third part of the 5 ol. has loft the pariſh of Tottenham 
in 40 years ſince the fire above 30 pounds, which ſhould

brather's corpſes laid by the altar, and no further room 
there left for himſelf or any other of his family, to have a 


place of burial, and the old veſtry- houſe being much · de- 
cayed and very inconvenient, without floor, roof, light, 


or chimney, ſo that nobody could indure to-tay long in 
it: Hereupon his Lordſhip made his application to the 
Right Hon. and R. R. Henry, Lord Biſhop of London, 


who gave leave to his Lordſhip to take down the old 


building, and to male a vault under it ſor a burying» „ 
place, and to raiſe a new Veſtry, which his Lordſhip did. 
at his own only and great expence, furniſhing it with a 


chimney, benches, and wainſcot, and windows on the in- 


ſide, and on the outſide with lead, ſtone, ard ſuch orna- 


ments, as make it appear very comely to the church, 
and intends to provide for the ſupf ort thereof; after which 


his excellently worthy Lady Elizabeth“, (being his third 


wife) beſtewed one very fine damaſk cloth and two nap- 
kins, being wanted for the uſe of the communion table;

ftone were churchwardons, both becauſe there was not 
only a great rate laid on the pariſh, for the doing of this 
Work, but there was a generous: contribution over and 
above, made by ſeveral gentlemen, to the: value of about 
fixty guineas, and yet no ſatisfaction given to ſome for 


their benevolence; there being at that time a great many 


people of good faſhien who came to church, the. charge 
was objeRed againſt, and the places not ample enough to 
give a general ſatisfaQtion; hoxever the work was very 
well finiſhed, and io be commended as ſuch a durable and 


convenient ornament as is not to he found in many country 


churches; the pulpit, having formeily bin removed for the 


greater conveniency of ſpeakers and hearers, ſtands now 


like the tree of lire, mentioned in the 224 chapter of the 
Revelations, ver. 2, live xas ele, as piety ſhould ever be 
ranged, betwixt the font on one fide and the altar on the 
other. The belfry being now ſnut out of the view of the 
congregation, as the baptiſtery, duely placed in the fight of

IHenzy HRE, eſq · 
baron of Colerane, in the kingdom of Ireland, being in 


.-a ſound ſtate of wind, having deliberately confidered how 


I may, moſt juſtly, gratefully, and prudently diſpoſe of the 
wordly goods with which the Divine Providence has in⸗ 


truſted 'me, do make my laſt will and teſtament in man- 
ner following; that is to Tay, Firſt and principally I re- 


fign my ſoul to my Heavenly Father, humbly beſeeching 
him, that it being waſht from its many fins and pollutions 
in the blood of my Saviour Jefus Chriſt, may be accepted 


to mercy. And whereas it has been my heavy afflition that 
Anne lady Colerane, whom I married with an affectionate 
and upright heart, did, in the 3d year of our marriage,

John, the ſon of Mr. Nicholas Hare, of Homerſ- 
field, co. Suffolk, of a good houſe and family, was 
very eminent in his generation, and had been a 
great benefactor to the ſociety of the Middle 


Temple, whereof he was governor 30, 32, and 37 


Hen. VIII. as alſo in 5 Edw. VI. and in 3 and 4 
Philip and Mary; and after he had been employed 
with the duke of Norfolk in ſeveral great affairs, 


and ſerved at Court as Maſter of Requeſts to three 


princes ſucceſſively, he was. advanced by Queen 


Mary to be Maſter of the Rolls, and "4A of the 


Privy Council, and died Speaker of* the Hon. 
Houſe of Commons, Oct. 31, 1557. He, toge- 
ther with his lady, was buried in the Temple 
Church near the altar, under a fair Monument, 
with. an engraven epitaph, but they were removed

In 1769, upon the 'refignatio» of 
fir Matthew Blackiſton, knt. and bart. being 
then M. P. for Weſt Looe in Cornwall“, he 
was elected alderman of Biſhopſgate Ward, June Fe 
23; on the .day following, ſheriff of London. and 
Middleſex, with John Sawbridge, eſq. and ſworn 
into the office of alderman July 4. Their execu- 


tion of the former office was marked with one of

for his particular attention to the police, among 
other things“. He afterwards, and at the time 
of his death, repreſented in parliament the town 
of Calne, co. Wilts. He.married, May 2, 1763, 
Miſs Roſa Peregrina Du Pleſſis, only child to 
Henry. Hare, the laſt Lord Colerane of that 
family, by Mrs. Du Pleſſis, to whom his Lord- 
ſhip left his eſtates; including the manors of 
Tottenham, Pembroke's, Bruce's, Dawbeney's and 
Mocking's, in Tottenham, and ſome conſiderable 
property in Norfolk; but ſhe being an alien, 
could not take them; and the will being legally 
made, barred his heirs at law, ſo that the eſtates 
eſcheated to the crown; upon which, through the 
intereſt of his father with the then Lord Holland, 
a grant was made of them to Mr. and Mrs.

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A correſpondent of Mr. Urban's obſerves, that 
„% Mr. Townſend was a gentleman well known 
for his difintereſted public principles, ever inde- 
fatigable in ſupporting the liberties and conſtitu- 
tion of his country againſt thoſe who attempted 
to violate them, uniting to no party but with this 
view: a moſt active magiſtrate, executing the 
duties of his office without the fear of offend- 
ing any: a ſteady oppoſer of every innovation 
of the laws, where the leaſt infringement of re- 
ligious or civil freedom was likely to be the 
conſequence: at all times foremoſt in ſupport- 
ing the police of the country, and preventing, 
in the firſt inſtances, the invaders of it. The 
city of London experienced the good effects of his 
magiſtracy, and his own neighbouied benefited in 
a particular degree by his exertions in this reſpect, 
as well as by a ready attention to the duties of pri- 
vate friendſhip. Firm and intrepid in his reſolu- 
tion, he was not moved by the opinion of others, 
nor thwarted from the apprehenſions of rendering 
himſelf unpopular; his own conſcience and the 
laws being the ſtandard of his conduct. The pub- 
lick have indeed loſt a true patriot and good ſtateſ- 


man; and thoſe more intimately acquainted with
